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FIERCE FIGHTING. 

The Battle llaged For Two Days 
and the Conflict is Still 
Going On. 



THE JAPANESE MADE THE ATTACK. 



Bossians Are Contestingr the Gronnd 
Splendidly and Heavy Louei 
Have Been Sustained. 



The Japanese Have Broken Through 
the Rueeian Left Plank and Are 
Marching On Mukden— The 
Fight at Motien Paaa. ' 

London, July 22. — A Russian corre- 
•pondent ot the Dally Telegraph at 
Mukden, under date of July 19, saya: 

'Ui fierce fight has been raging dur- 
ing the past two days and it stiil con- 
tinues. Tbe Japanese, who are supe- 
rior In Btrength, attacked with great 
pulag and coolneaa. The Russians 
ar« contesting the ground aplendldly. 
The Japanese flanking movements to 
the east are the real cause of our re- 
tirement. Heavy losses have been 
{lUBtained. The Japanese artillery has 
again ahown its superiority." The 
poene ot the lUhting la not mentioned 
|>y the correspondent. 

According to a special dispatch from 
Moscow, the Russky J.istok, of that 
city, confirms the press reports fioni 
Liao Yang that the Japanese liave 
broken through, the Russian left ilank 
and are marching on Mukden. 

St. Petersburg, July 22.— The most 
sensational piece of news from the 
front in the press dispatch from Llao 
Yang dated July 20, reporting a per- 
Bistent rumor that the Japanese have 
broken through the Russian left wing 
between the respective positions of 
Lleuf. (Icn. Count Keller arvl C.t n. 
Rennenkanipft and are marching up- 
on Mukden. The report received 
from Qen. Kuropatkin bearing the 
Mune date, says that there has been 
BO change of importance in the situa- 
tion, and a close study of the dates 
shows that the luuKir probably refers 
to the Japanese advance against Gen. 
RennenkampfT on the Northern Sa- 
maltBsar— Llao Yang road, when they 
drove the RuBBlanB back as far as 
Houtslatze, 26 miles east of Liao 
Yang. A later dispatch to the presn 
shows that Gen. Harchelmann com- 
manded this detachment of Gen. Ren- 
nenkampff's cavalry and that he turn- 
ed and took the offensive, aubae- 
quently compelling the Japanese to 
retire In the direction of Slkeyan. 

Further but incomplete details of 
Gen. Keller's attack at Motien Pass, 
July 17, sent by the press correspond-i 
ents, Bhow that the fight lasted all 
day and was a bloody affair. The 
Sevsky regiment rushed eight of the 
Japanese guns with the bayonet but 
later were compelled to abandon 
them. 

A Russian attachment which cross- 
ed the Liao river at dawn on the open- 
ing of the fight discovered a Japanes* 
detachment under a hill dressed In 

the Russian uniform and hailed the 
soldier in Russian as friends, but 
when the Russians got witliiu easy 
range the Japanese opened fire.

Mrs. Ryan did 
not know she was wounded until she 
felt blood trickling doitp. her throat 
bne was removed to her daughter's 
residence, where It was stafed Thurs- 
day night that she was suffering much 
pain, but that her condition waa not 
considered critical. 

The bullet was flred by a small boy, 
who succeeded in escaping. The police 
have a vague description, and are 
searching for him.

In Chicago More Than SOO Non-Union 
Men, On Learning That the Old 
Men Would Be Relnatated, 
Quit Their Jobtt 

Fort Worth, Tex., July SL—The lo- 
cal strike situation la very quiet. 
Thursday the strikers' pickets were 
barred out of the grounds of the pack- 
ing plants and officera stationed at 
the entrance with ordera to admit no 
visitors and no one aeeking employ- 
ment. The packera announced that 
they had all the help they needed. A 
committee from the strikers was de- 
nied admission, the packers notifying 
them that they might be received Fri- 
day morning. 

After the repulse the strikers gave 
it out that they would not apply for 
work on Friday. The task of hand- 
ling the question of the reinstatement 
of the men has been entrusted to a 
committee and the committee was not 
prepared to state Thursday night what 
would be the next move of the men. 

Killing operations are Increasing in 
magnitude at the plants and *he pack- 
ers are buying nearly the normal 
amount of cattle. 

Chicago, July 22.— All the big pack- 
ing establiahmenta of th* eountry, 
where nearly 50,000 workmen went 
out on strike ten days ago to enforce 
certain demands of the union, were 
thrown open to the strikers at 7 
o'clock FYlday morning and as many 
of the former employoa aa can be ta- 
ken care of retumad to work. A ma- 
jority of the butchers were reinstated 
Friday morning, but it will be several 
days before all the strikers will be 
given emplc)yment, as there is not 
enough live stock at some of the yards 
to require a full force of workmen. 
.'\s soon aa the shipments begin to ar- 
rive In the usual quantity, however, 
the idle men will be put to work and 
it is believed that by Saturday night 
jiearly all of the strikers will have 
been taken care of. 

In Chicago the non-union men en- 
gaged by the packers during the pro- 
gress of the work and who caused the 
hitch in the negotiations for peace, 
because the paciif-rs insisted in re- 
taining all who wished to remain at 
work in preference to reinstatement 
of all the old men, seem likely to set- 
tle the question. When the news 
reached these men Thursday that the 
old men were to rfturn to work Fri- 
day, more than 5('0 of them quit work. 
It is not known bow many more of 
the non-union men aro •till at work.

A CANCER HOSPITAL. 



Ptana For Founding One of National 
•aepa FermulataA 

Philadelphia. July 22.— Plans for 
the founding in this city of a cancer 
hospital of national scope were form- 
ulated at a meetin.t; of physicians and 
philanthropic citizens held here on 
Tlyirsday. Tho propoaod institution 
Is to be known aa thf American On- 
cologic hospital. 

The hospital is to be devoted exclu- 
sively to the treatment of tumors and 
cancerous affections and scientific re- 
search into the cauaea underlying tbe 
inereaae in the praralenoa of eaneer. 
Statistics read at the meeting show 
that during the year 1870 there were 
S»99 deaths from cancer in the com- 
bined^ populations of seven of the 
largest American cities; during 1898, 
but 2S yeara later, the deaths from 
cancer in fheae dtldii numbered 4,173. 
Comparing these figures with the in- 
crease of population It was found that 
in each million of the population of 
these cities in 1870 there were 364 
deaths from cancer, while in 1898 tllO 
number had increased to 664 cancer 
deatha In each million.

New Frocesa Invented by Prof. Xi* 
chael,?apln Xay BorolatioalM 
the Prssoat lyatoMfc 

To telegraph 16 niess^sps simultMIO* 
ously over a single wire has now been 
made possible through an invention of 
Dr. Michael Ilvoraky Pupin. professor 
of eIectro>meehaaics In Columbia uni- 
versity. When asked if there could be 
any doubt as to the commercial prac- 
ticability of hla dovloo, Or. Papla re- 
plied: 

"Absolutely none whatever." 

The Pupin system differs chiefly from 
the multiplex systems now in use In 
that it operates with an alternating In- 
stead of a direct current. It might be 
described as a system of tuning. Dr. 
Puptn devised his multiplex maohlne 
in the laboratory of Columbia uni- 
versity and there Is a model of it now 
on view In the lecture room of Have<- 
meyer hall. Att ached to the generator 
are devices for giving out alternating 
cutrents of various froQnoaey. Instead 
of tho current jwsslivg dlrootly along 
the wire, as In thS case with the ordi- 
nary telegraph system, these devices 
cause it to proceed in undulations or 
wavo* If 16 circuits are to be operat- 
ed, the machine will make it possible 
tor If currents, each vibrating In 
waves of distinctive' lengths, to pass 
along the wire at once, and when they 
reach their destination they will find 
waiting for them 16 receivers eaoli 
tuned to respond to one set of vibra- 
tions and no other.
